FROM ARRL HEADQUARTERS NEWINGTON CT 
JANUARY 3, 1980 


TO ALL RADIO AMATEURS 


THE SOLAR FLUX ROSE FROM 162 IN LATE DECEMBER TO 227 ON 
JANUARY 3. IT SHOULD LEVEL OFF AROUND 250 JANUARY 5, HOLDING 
NEAR THAT LEVEL FOR SEVERAL DAYS, THE MUF IS RISING BUT 
PROPAGATION IS MORE ERRATIC THAN IN NOVEMBER AND DECEMBER, 
BECAUSE OF INCREASED GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY. THE STRONGEST 
DISTURBANCE IN MANY WEEKS APPEARED ON JANUARY 2, BUT MORE 

OF THIS CAN BE EXPECTED IN THE NEXT THREE MONTHS. 

PROPAGATION SHOULD BE GENERALLY GOOD THROUGH MID JANUARY, 
EXCEPT FOR UNSETTLED CONDITIONS JANUARY 5 TO 6 AND 15 THROUGH 17. 
FAIRLY MARKED VHF AURORAL EFFECTS HAVE BEEN OBSERVED RECENTLY 
AND MORE ARE LIKELY IN THE HIGHER LATITUDES WHEN WWV K INDICES 
ARE THREE OR HIGHER, ESPECIALLY IN LATE AFTERNOON AND EARLY 
EVENING. HF PROPAGATION ON OTHER THAN NORTH SOUTH PATHS IS 
ADVERSELY AFFECTED AT THESE TIMES,

Another pre-war activity of the club was the “Century Club”, representing members who 
had worked 100 or more countries. From its beginning, the Century Club was a challenge! 
Swelling its ranks were: Shelley Trotter, W6BAM, leading with 116 countries worked, 106 
verified; Noral Evans, W6ADT; S. T. McNeal, W6LDJ; Tom Hudspeth, W6LHN, and Al Hill, 
WIMQI. 

This time, the club remained active into 1942, and then once more disbanded because its 
members became involved in winning a war. Shelley Trotter, BAM, turned the club records 
over to Howard Bogue, W6CFN, before Sheliey ‘trotted' off to war. However, between 1936 
and 1942, the club prospered and it had many notable members. A few are listed: 


W6MNP Cecil tlamilton, Santa Ana W6QUQ Dick Pearson, Santa Ana 
W6SIX Will Schaffer, San Diego W6BVX John Trotter, Santa Ana 
W6IDJ Tom McNeal, Santa Ana W6BFE Hayden Helt, Tustin 
W6GSZ Ed Wood, Santa Ana W6UFG John Farwell, Santa Ana 
W6IBN Roy Cumpston, Santa Ana W6LXS George Tokar, Buena Park 
W6JMA Norm Hicks, Santa Ana W6KLU Harry Christensen Fullerton 
W6NRM_ Bob WeitBrecht, Tustin W6QXL Alyce Raffi, Fullerton 
W6DHP John Willcutt, Santa Ana W6HQX Ray Wood, Santa Ana 


Either before the war or shortly thereafter, the Whittier ARC became active in Orange 
County. The OCARC was made up mostly of "DXers" and it met once every two weeks. 
Below, is a list ot hams who operated in Orange County. Some were club members and some 
were not, However I will list them for nostalgic reasons: 

W6MNP, Cecil Hamil ton - worked at post office. 

W6LDJ, Tom McNeal - (Mac) - treasurer of club, Century Club, lst amateur radio 
instructor at OCC, great grandson of famous Ross family after 
whom Ross St. in Santa Ana was named. 

W6GSZ, Ed Wood ~ Engineer at radio station KFI, licensed in 1933, had polio as youngster. 

W61BN, Roy Cumpston - was vice president of club in 1938. 

W6JMA, Norm Hicks - now probably in San Diego (1978), was on refreshment committee. 

W6NRM, Bob Weitbrecht - an Edison in radio, an inventor, a college man, handicapped in 

speech & hearing, LDj could understand him well. 

W6DHP, John Willcutt - club officer in 30's, won HV transformer for home brewing, lst ham 
in Orange County on 15m.(probably using a harmonic freq), got his 
call in '30 or '31, worked for the post office, now in Tustin. 

W6CIN, Howard Bogue - possibly secretary in 1942. 

W6QUQ, ? 

WO6BVX, John Trotter - Shelley's brother, now a silent key. Died May 27, 1968. 

W6BFE, Hayden Helt - lst ham in Tustin. He, Shelley & John Trotter all took their test 
together in LA for a ham license. 

W6CIG, "Bob" Burton Baird - post office employee now a silent key. 

WOoUFG, John Farwell - worked for the post office. 

WO6LXS, George Tokar - was an engineer at radio station KFI. 

W6KLU, Harry Christensen - still around (1978), has 2-letter call, very intellegent, was 

active in 1934. 
W6OXL, Alyce'Raffi - came to meeting (last meeting in 1941) when Shelley was president. 
Had her picture in OST. 

W6HOQX, Ray Wood ~ worked with RCA Communications along with John Shick, W6LCX. 

W6LQX, John Shick - vice president, 1941. Was he ever president? When?
